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Senator Daniel K. Inouye (D - Hawaii with whom we have 
had limited hit cordial correspondence), by letter of 8-13-69, has inquired 
as to our dissemination of information regarding Martin Luther King. 
Recommended that attached letter be directed to Senator Inouye advising 
him that our dissemination was on the basis of the proper interest of those 
to whom FBI disseminated and that no purpose would be served in identifying 
those government officials. 


By letter 8-6-69, Senator Inouye made reference to an article 
in the 7-27-69 issue of Parade magazine regarding the immoral conduct of 
King, and the wiretap on King. Inouye inquired as to whether the FBI had 
released any information obtained from the wiretap. By letter 8-8-69 Inouye 
was advised that the FBI did not "leak" information regarding King and that, 
in keeping with our responsibilities, we disseminated information concerning 
King on a high-level basis within the Executive Branch of the Government. 

In his letter of 8-13-69, Inouye asks for the identities of the officials who 
received confidential information on King and inquires whether our letter 
of 8-8-69 implied that these officials may have been responsible for any leak 
of data on King. On this letter the Director noted "I am not implying anything. 
H." 


The FBI has made dissemination of information on King to 
various high levels of the Government including the V/hite House, the Vice 
President, the Attorney General, and intelligence agencies. We should not 
disclose identities of the officials to whom we have disseminated information. 
If we give Senator Inouye any such list, other members of Congress will 
expect similar treatment in other Bureau matters. Jfa addition, the furnishing 
of any list to the Senator might also cause him to inquire of the officials on 
the list whether or not they leaked any data on King,i arid! bail sing'them to 
be displeased with the FBI for disclosing their identities as recipients of 

sensitive information on King. ^ ^

On January 10. 1957, more (lian 100 Southern 
leaders gathered in Atlanta, Georgia, to share and 
discuss their mutual problems of the Southern strug¬ 
gle.

Structure of SCIC 


Affiliate organizations all across tier South make 
up the hody oT the Conference. The making and 
execution of hasie jxdiry is the responsibility of 
the Executive Board, geographically representative 
of the entire South. Of the thirty-three hoard mem¬ 
bers. twenty-four arc elected hy the Conference and 
nine hy the Board. Every affiliate may have from 
one to fix e voting delegates at any delil»eralive ses¬ 
sion of the Conference, depending upon the l>|«c of 
financial affiliation.

The statement indicated that King had 
previously met President Lyndon B. Johnson and that King 
thinks he. President Johnson, realising that civil rights 
is the dominating domestic issue and guided by a correct 
appraisal of realities, will be equipped to be effective 
in getting Congressional: results.

This morning AAG Marshall furnished tW ^'tached file 
correspondence with Senator Richard 3. Russell of Georgia 
the association of Hunter Pitts O'Dell with Martin Luther'ning. 

Senator Russell wrote to the Director on 7/2f7637~feierring“to”a 
newspaper article on O'Dell and asking for verification that O'Dell 
was a communist. The Director wrote back promptly and referred the 
Senator to the AG. The Senator complains vigorously that the AG has' 
not given him' the courtesy of an answer. 

AAG Marshall has attached a proposed reply to Senator Russell 
over the AG's signature. Marshall advised that this proposed letter, 
together with two other drafts, was discussed with the President last 
evening by the AG and Marshall. They considered one draft which, 
in effect, told Senator Russell nothing. The second draft is the one 
attached. The third proposed letter volunteered additional information 
about King's association with Stanley Levison, King's other communist 
contact in NY.^ ^ 


Marshall stated that after discussing the matter the PresidentA E 
\ was of the opinion that information concerning Levison should not be \' B 
volunteered, but that the AG should respond to the inquiry about ^ 

O'Dell. Marshall pointed out that the President, of course, did not 
approve the detailed language of the letter, but just the over-all 
idea that the response should be comprehensive.^ 

In furnishing this material to us, Marshall asked that we 
consider the language for the purpose of determining whether would 
jeopardize our informant or otherwise interfere with our investigation 
of communist matters.

The second letter from the Department to Congressman Andrews enclosed a 
statement which pointed out the following: "No car rented by the Department was 
used to drive Reverend King Irom Selma to Montgomery. However, a car rented 
by the Department and being used by a Department lawyer was loaned to a private 
citizen who subsequently drove Reverend King from Birmingham to Selma on 
October 15. During that time, the attorney, Thelton Henderson, remained In 
Birmingham. Nevertheless, the use of the car for unofficial business was 

£ :rary to Department of Justice regulations. It was also contrary to a statement 
:h Mr. Henderson originally gave to the Department of Justice. Mr. Henderson 
e forward last night and voluntarily gave a correct account of what occurred. 

He has submitted his resignation to the Department and it has been accepted." \

In accepting the medal. Dr. King said that the award 
ms the first he had received from a Catholic group and as such 
was "dear and meaningful" to him. King said that race relations 
had reached a crisis stage in this country with"a collision of 
the forces of liberation and the forces of domination". He 
declared that the challenge was to make the principle of 
democracy and Christian ethics a reality. He also Indicated 
that before the racial problem could be solved, two myths must 
be dispelled. One of these is "the myth of time", that if the 
country would only wait long enough the problem would solve 
itself. 


A second myth was that "legislation can't solve 
this problem". 

"It may be true". King said, "that morality can't be 
legislated, but behavior can be regulated. It may be true that 
law can't make a man love me, but it can keep him from lynching

Davis stated the civil rights movement should be non-violent 
and he agrees with the principles of Reverend Martin Luther King 
in this regard. 

Davis felt that since the President was not protecting the 
people in the Southern States, committees should be formed to 
protect the Negro people, which could be armed committees. 

Though the movement is continually getting more white 
"allies," more are still needed. He stated a lot of white youth- 
are helping out and more of them are needed. 

Davis stated the leadership of this American revolution 
is not Communist led. The people in leadership are dedicated 
men and are capable of doing a good job without being Communist. 
While the leadership is not Communist, he knows that many of the 
tactics of the movement are semi-communistic tactics, since 
Communists believe in mass action and direct action, such as 
sit-ins. The movement is getting large groups together and acting 
as one group. 

A question and answer period followed Davis* speech. 

The source also stated that Davis was well received by the 
audience of about 13Q students. There was no standing ovation 
for him but he was received with more than the usual amount of 
applause.

A source advised on February 18, I960, that Advance, 

An Organization of Progressive Youth, was founded in New York 
City on February 13,1^,1960. 

A second source advised on March 2, 19o0, that, 
according to tne Secretariat of the Communist Party, United 
States of America (CPUSA), the Declaration of Principles adopted 
at the founding convention of Advance were essentially the 
line of the leadership of the CPUSA. 

A third source stated in December, 1961 , that at a 
meeting cf Communist Part^ (C?) members of Advance, held on 
December 20, l$ 6 l, MARVIN MARKMAN declared that Advance had 
been initiated by the CP as a Marxlst-Leninist youth 
organization. 

The third source furnished information on January 26, 
1963 , reflecting cnat at the Third Annual Convention of Advance, 
held in New York City, on October 13, 1962, the name of the 
organization was changed to Advance and Burning Issues Youth 
Organizations (A-Bl). This action was taken because Burning 
Issues (Bl), a separate youth organization, organized in New 
York City, in May, I 96 I, as a discussion club, became an affiliate 
of Advance. 


A fourth source advised on June 26, 1963 , that at a 
meeting of the City Board of A-BI, held on June 25 , 1963 , it 
was voted to disassociate BI from the Advance organization.

On May 18, 1961, a source advised that the Marxist Discussion 
Club (MDC) of City College of New York, 139th Street and Convent 
Avenue, New York City, is a student organization which was 
formed several years ago by the students for the purpose of 
conducting a balanced program of pro-Marxist and anti-Marxist 
speakers, and to hold discussions about Marxism* 

The source stated that the MDC holds a charter at the 
College as a recognized campus activity, must conform to the 
rules of the College, and is entitled to the same privileges 
of all student organizations* 

The source stated that although not all members of the 
MDC are sympathetic with the Communist Party (CP) , the MDC 
seems to attract many students with such sympathies, and has 
often chosen as its faculty advisor a member of the faculty

On May 14, 1963, a second source advised that the MDC is 
comprised of "Stalinists" and the children of CP members 
together with the youth of the CP periphery.

It-was on this basis that he made inquiry to find out whether, 
in fact, O'Dell is a communist. He indicated complete satisfaction 
with the explanation given to him by Katzenbach and said he did not 
intend to make any speech on the Senate Floor about this. 


In leaving Senator Russell's Office, he was still in a 
very friendly mood and joked with Katzenbach about his TV 
performance in the confrontation with Governor Wallace at the 
University of Alabama. 


It would appear that if the AG had been more prompt in 
handling Senator Russell's inquiry, this matter would not have 
been magnified into proportions finally reached.

Jones said that he did not disagree with the 
decision, but he cautioned King about over-extending. King 
mentioned his concern about going Into Danville, because he 
said that we have not cleared up things in Birmingham. 

King mentioned that the press is now asking about 
the lull in the civil rights movement, and he said that It 
has been interpreted as a sign of battle weariness and 
financial problems. King suggested that perhaps the country 
needs another dramatic push but was not quite sure whether 
this should take place in the streets or if it should be 
faced politically. King said that at the present time 
Goldwater is certainly the front runner for the Republican 
Party, and he said that he (King) knows that Kennedy "Is 
scared to death because of the civil rights issue."

jf We then discussed the Birmingham bombing situation and I advised 
the Attdjney General of the obstruction which the Alabama State Highway 
Patrol had placed in our way ol what was then an early solution of the case, 
but that Wo were working intensely upon it and hoped ultimately to be able 
to bring about the apprehension of tho persons responsible for the bombing 
of tho church in which the four little girls v/ere killed. 

Tho Attorney General then mentioned the recent monograph on 
Communism in tho racial Situation, he stated that the Defense Department 
had advised him of It. I told him that he had also been furnished a copy at 
the same time that we had made distribution to the Defense Department, 
the White Bouse, the Central Intelligence Agency, and the State Department. 
He stated that he was quite concerned about the contents because while it 
did not state that King was a Communist, nevertheless, one could quickly 
draw that conclusion. I told Mm that every statement made In the document 
was accurate and supported by facto. 

He stated he of course realised this but felt that it would be 
desirable to recall all of the documents because he did not know who else 
might see it other than those to whom wo had distributed tho document. I 
told tho Attorney General that his request would be Immediately acted upon, 
and after the Attorney General loft my office 1 communicated with 
Ur. Belmont and ashed him to see that ail copios of the document had 
bean obtained and kept in security. - .

information which indicated that ClarerrCe'Jones was in contact 

with Martin Luther King on that date. Jones told King that 

he„ and their mutual friend had been favorably impressed by 

Wyatt Walker*s brother as an individual. Jones said that in terms 

of the specific requirements of the New York Office, there did not 

appear to be anything in his background which would give him 

any special experience. Jones mentioned that Walker*s brother 

was of the opinion that he could handle the job particularly 

after it had been indicated that he could call upon the 

assistance of "cur friend" and himself (Jones). Jones also 

indicated that he and their friend had a cautious reaction about 

making this a permanent selection because there are so many 

specialized factors which one needs in doing the job. £ 
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mentioned that Walker’s brother comes from a background of 
church relationships and seems to be comfortable in that area. 
In view of this, it was suggested that Walker's brother, if 
he were to take the Job In New York, he would Initially seek 
to handle those responsibilities which Jack O'Dell had 
discharged; and that if he did it with the thought of moving 
away from that slightly and concentrating more In the church 
area of fund raising, it would give them additional time to 
get some other person who might have much more specialized 
qualifications. It was suggested to him that after he had been 
in the job for a period of time, he would move over from the 
Jack O'Dell type of work to the work of developing the fund 
raising base within the church community. King indicated that 
he would have to discuss the matter with Wyatt Walker.^ 


Jones told King that he (King) and the organization 
should not feel in any degree "self-conscience" if in hiring 
a new person it is necessary to bring in Jack O'Dell to show 
the new person where certain things are and to acquaint him 
with certain procedures. He pointed out that this is a normal 
part of transition and that no one could criticize King for 
doing this.

public statement of September l8, 1963, issued at a press 
conference in New York City. According to the "New York 
Herald Tribune", September 19, 1963* Baldwin is quoted as 
bitterly criticizing the Kennedy Administration and the FBI 
for their "lack of action" following the Birmingham bombing, 
September 15, 1963. The "New York Times" of September 19* 

1963, additionally quotes Baldwin as saying "I blame J. Edgar 
Hoover in part for events in Alabama. Negroes have no cause 
to have faith in the FBI". This source also stated that Jones 
told Baldwin that he had received a call from an attorney 
"who works in an office of the Justice Department", According 
to this source, this attorney advised Jones that Baldwin*s 
statement had caused "quite a stir", stating further "you*re 
going to be hearing from us". 

Jones further advised Baldwin that Baldwin 1 s press 
statements were a most significant contribution. Jones further 
stated that he was disturbed over the proposed conference of 
Negro leaders with the President scheduled for September 19, 
1963. Jones felt that this conference could do more harm than 
good. Baldwin stated that he felt that Kennedy should go to 
Alabama and Jones replied "the President cannot be let off 
the hook on this thing". Jones further added that Baldwin*s 
press statement had been a very valuable contribution and that 
it reflected that general consensus of opinion of the majority 
of Negroes in Birmingham. Baldwin agreed that the feeling 
existed not only in Birmingham but elsewhere.
